A large shim* of professional and 


pu|>lic attention has quite iwently 
IJCPH ilirevtrd to tlieiailministration of 
gaseous tnenmta for the treatment of 
blood pniimiing and of attentions of 
the respjratoiy passages. The object 
in view is to supply to the veuous circu- 
lation an antiseptic, such a» hydrogen 
sulphide, in sufficient doses to be ef- 
fective—a result impossible when sup- 
plied directly to the arteiinl current, 
a plan which would poison the patient. 
Hydrogen sulphide in far less than suf- 
licient <los<'9 would suffocate the pa- 
tient; taken by the stomach, it would 
produce oilier serious results. Admin- 
istered by the bowels, however, and 
entering the venous current akeady de- 
teriorated by organic refuse.it is quick- 
ly eliminated by the respiratory tract, 
which thus becomei subjected to its 
beneficial local antiseptic effects with- 
out subjecting the system at large to 
injury, as when thrown into the ar- 
terial current.

report of the Board of Visitors to the 
Doited States Naval Academy at Annap- 
oh*, Md., made to the Secretary of the 
Navy, was made public ye»t«»da? ?t-» 
ta ertremely voluminous document, and 
treat* with great detail the various 
Branches of study, the condition oi the 
buildings and ground* and the needs of 
lite academy, both as to enlarged laoili 
tie* and higher branches of study 
The 
mo*t itoportant recommendation made in 
the report, and one which is insisted upon 
with much emphasis, i». that afjar the 
tare* years' course, a *•> ecial co«r*e ef 
one year shou d follow, and the cadet 
should, with the approval of the super 
Intendent of the Academy, be allowed to 
select his special studv 
Upon this point 


the report says: 
"Tbe advantages of educating specially 


are now so well understood and so uni- 
versally acknowledged, that no argument 
in favor of the general proposition seems 
necessary; and it is quite apparent that 
tbe reasons which now commend it gen 
erally to experienced educators, apply 
nowhere with more force than here The
